INDIANAPOLIS 


Past Months Indicate 
New Record in 
Motor Row 


Indianapolis, Nov. 17.—Possi- 
bility that the new car sales in 
Indianapolis during the closing 
months of 1926 will far exceed 
the best year-end sales in the 
history of the city was indicated: 
after a survey here revealed that 
October saies of the majority of 
the local dealers showed a decid- 
ed increase over the preceding 
month and an enormous in- 
crease over the sales recorded in 
October, 1925. 

The city is already assured of a 
record breaking season for the en- 
tire year, having to date set such 
a pace that even with bad weather 
breaks, a minimum sale for No- 
vember and December will suffice. 

General Motors products, with 
Buick and Chevrolet, led the fie'd 
in the sales increase for the year. 
ar? =-necio'ls Yetoher, Thev are 
followed by Dodge, Auburn, Nash 
and the Hudson-Essex productions. 

The touring car has almost be- 
come a relic, and a sale in this 
line, with the exception of the 
smaller cars including Ford, Chev- 
rolet and Star, is seldom reported. 

The sedan is found to predom- 
inate in the sales of nearly every 
make of car, with the coupe fol- 
lowing in close order. 

In the General Motors line, M. 
T. Zimmerman of the Buick Mo- 
tor Car Company, local dealership, 
reports that the Buick sales for the 
month of October are nearly 20 
per cent ahead of the same period 
in 1925 and slightly higher than 
September of this year. He was 

“speaking of the Buick sales gen- 
erally in the city. 

Robert Johnson of the Marion 
Chevrolet firm pointed out that 
October sales ran higher than Sep- 
tember, but that they are 45 per 
cent above the corresponding time 
@ year ago. 

“The Auburn is selling so fast 
that during the last sixty days 
we have had nothing to sell but
